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In response to the Action dated August 3, 2006, applicants provisionally elect to 
prosecute species II, claims 59, 60 and 74, with traverse. Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of the election of species requirement for at least the three reasons stated 
below. 

(1) All of the claims now subject to the requirement were presented by the applicants 
in the amendment that accompanied the RCE filed on May 24, 2006. Those claim 
amendments were in accordance with the personal interview that took place between the 
undersigned and the Examiner on May 16, 2006. 

That interview summarized the prosecution history of this application. Specifically, 
the Office Action dated July 27, 2004 stated that claims 6-8 and 14-18 were objected to as 
being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitation of the base claims and any intervening 
claims. Accordingly, applicants rewrote claims 6-8 and 14-18 in independent form, including 
all of the limitation of the base claims and any intervening claims, as new claims 57-72 in the 
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
